Among{t many other Particulars 
selating to the Exaltation of the new Pope we 
hear, that the Sacred College had much ado to 
prevail with bim to accept of the Triple Crown, fo 
at was his Modefty! neither would he foffer to 
epatace* aod fet down upon the Altar, to receive 
there the ufual Adorations of the Cardinals, He is 
of one of the moft ancient and illeftrious Families 
of Europe, feeing that Family has given to the 
Charch 34 Cardinals and five Popes, and to the 


State many great Men. The Authors difagece 


about the Origin of that illuftrious Houfe : Some 
of them will have it defceaded from the Royal 
Blood of France ; others derive it from Germany, 
and pretend that that Family defcends from one of 
the Ustins who was General of the Army io the 
Empcrour Conftance’s Reign, and who througk 

Eovy and Jealoufy of bis Competitors, was obliged 
to retire into Italy, where he lived as it were in 
Exile till the Romans took Notice of his great

vernour of Ombria. But what is moft cestain is, 
that according to the Chronicles of Gesmany, the 
Hoafe of Uréins base for along time been in Pof- 
feffion of great Eftates in Saxony, Brandebourg, 
aod Cleves, till Theodofius of Urfios, who was the 
laft of them.» In Italy they were likewifle poffeffed 
of Romagnia, the Dutchy of Spoleto, and the City 


of Verona. The Urfins have lkewife been Mar- 


wefies of Baden, and thofe that have ftill that 
Fide, do agree that they are related to the Duke 
Bracciano, the Head of that Houle, who is actually 
Sovercigo of a vaft Tra&t of Land in. the Province 
ot Sabina. ‘ The Urfins were driven out of Rome 
in 3610, by the Faétion of fhe Gibclins, who 
fided with the Emperour, becaufe they ftuck too 
clofe to the Guelfith Party, who was for the Pope.
